South Evenly Divided. 


T he South is evenly divided, 35 to 36. 
Roosevelt leads in fifteen of the 
tw enty-tw o states:

K ansas, N ebraska, O klahoma, M inne­ 
sota, N orth D akota, Montana, W ash ­ 
ington, Oregon, California, K entucky, 
Nevada. 
These Staten have a population of 
5,501,665, and will poll 294 votes in the 
R epublican national convention. 
T aft leads in: 
Ohio, 
Missouri, 
Idaho, 
Colorado, 
W yoming, T ennessee, Arizona. 
T hese states, together, have a popu­ 
lar vote of 2,493,757, a total of 116 
votes in the R epublican national con­ 
vention, or less th an half th at of the 
R oosevelt states. 
La Follette leads in W isconsin, while 
Roosevelt and T aft divide the vote 
evenly in South Dakota, U tah and New 
Mexico. 
T he vote in Ohio is of interest. T here 
Taft Has 112 votes, which is only nine­ 
teen more th an Roosevelt 
Of the lake group Illinois is most 
strongly for Roosevelt, th e vote being, 
R oosevelt 158 and T aft 110. 
Two interestin g features of the straw 
vote are the ballots cast for Bryan and 
Pinehot. 
In m any cases the editors give th eir 
reasons for these ballots. Most of the 
forty who vote for Bryan say that they 
do so because they do not approve of 
th e present policies of the R epublican 
party, although th ey voted for T aft at 
th e last presidential election.

m ore satisfactory 
U an ills previous m easu res and as 
such will receive th e united support 
of educators, agriculturists, labor and 
Hie em ployers of labor. 
The bill in its am ended form makes 
a flat appropriation of $4,000,000 an 
Dually, beginning July I, 1913, for the 
m aintenan ce of instruction in agricul­ 
tu re and hom e economics in sta te dis­ 
trict agricultural schools of secondary 
grade. 
T he branch experim ent sta 
tions to be established in connection 
with th e agricultural schools receive, 
u nder the term s of th e bill, $1,000,0**0 
annually. 
The bill fu rth er provides 
an annual appropriation of $5,000,000 
for tho m ain ten ance of instruction ii 
trades and industries and hom e eco­ 
nom ics 
and 
agriculture 
in 
public 
i schools of secondary grade. 
T his will 
apply to schools in tow ns and cities. 
To provide a teaching force to carry 
out th e purposes of the bill it is stip­ 
ulated tliut. beginning with July I, 
1910, an annual appropriation of $1,* 
000,000 will go to sta te and territorial 
norm al schools to prepare teac h ers in 
agriculture, 
trades, 
industries 
and 
home economics. 
'I he funds for tile public secondary 
schools shall be allotted in proportion

The passenger train which w ent 
north on the Minnesota & In te rn a ­ 
tional railw ay Saturday afternoon, 
w ent into the ditch near P o r ta g e lake, 
five miles this side of Walker, S atur­ 
day afternoon.

The engine probably broke the rail 
and passed over it in safety.

mail car staid on the rails and the 
baggage car stood up, though de­ 
railed.

first class car being clear off the right 
of way on Its side on the ice of 
Portage lake. 
Ti e wrecking outfit 
was brought from Bemidji and No 


3 3, which is due here at 2:10 in the 
m orning, was delayed only a little 
over an hour by the wreck. 
According to the reports received 
in this city today none of the pass­ 
engers are in a serious condition, 
An injured lum berjack came down 
this noon. 
None of the other pass­ 
engers were h u rt enough to be taken 
to the hospital.

GRANTED A DIVORCE 


GOOD ROADS OR NO SERVICE 


Recommends Cutting Down Rural 
Routes— Good Roads Only Thing 
That Will Save Them 


The follow ing from an exchange is 
good advice and it should be followed 
by the road overseers in this county 
through whose territory the rural 
mail routes run. 
There seems to 
be a tendency on the part of the post­ 
office department to cut down the 
rural service and lf the policy is 
adopted it is certain to affect those 
routes where poor roads exist and 
w here there is no disposition on the 
part of the authorities to fix them. 
The 
item 
reads: “ The 
postm aster 
general has recommended the cu tting 
down of rural mail routes on account 
of the enormous expense, and it is 
said th at if any routes are cut off 
it will be begin w ith those where 
roads are poor, as the departm ent 
can discontinue such routes legally. 
For this reason it is hoped tow nship 
supervisors and patrons in thiscounty 
will at once take steps to keep their 
roads in good shape. 
It is suggested 
as a practical solution th a t the farm ­ 
ers be given a strip of road to keep 
constantly in shape with a split log 
drag, allow ing them to put in hills 
for payment for time, to be allowed 
on their taxes or in cash when neces­ 
sary.
